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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 are allowed, as they appear to be novel subject matter over the prior art. 
With regards to independent claim 1 and 26, the prior art does not specifically disclose 
or suggest an a specific lock structure where frame engageable means being slideably mounted in 
the sensor housing and confined to linear displacement which is correlated with an analog signal 
generator means mounted in the sensor housing having a rotatable part driven by the rotatable 
driver means and having an axis coinciding with the fixed axial location in the sensor housing 
and the analog signal generator means for producing analog signals corresponding to the 
rotational orientation of the rotatable part of the analog signal generator means. 

All other claims are dependent on claim 1 and 26 are therefore novel as well because of 
that dependency.
